Korea and its effect on Sino-Soviet relations. It was pointed 
out that their current casualty rate in Korea, if continued, 
is bound to have an effect on them elsewhere. Although the 
Chinese aim may still be to drive us out of Korea, perhaps they 
will be forced to defer attainment of this objective. The 
estimate should include a discussion of the factors involved in 
a decision to stop or not to stop at the 38th Parallel. 




Vulnerability of the Soviet Bloc to Economic Warfare (NIE-22 ) (QBQRBT) 

U. Action : The paper was approved with certain corrections f ^ 

and it was decided to publish it as soon as possible. The only / ) 
substantial change was the addition to paragraph 2 and paragraph ^ 

35 of the thought that economic warfare not only would seriously 
retard the development of the capabilities of the Soviet Bloc to 
wage a prolonged war, but also might correspondingly influence 
their decision concerning such a venture.
